Submitted herewith is the report of the annual 
audit and examination of the accounts of the Town of 
Meredith covering the fiscal year ended December 31, 
1947, which was’ made by this Division in accordance 
with the vote of the Town. Exhibits as hereafter list- 
ed are included as part of the report. 

Scope of Audit: Included in the audit and exami 
nation were the accounts and records of the Board of 
Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town Clerk, Road 
Agent, Library Treasurer and Trustees of Trust Funds. 


Financial Statements: Balance Sheet as of Dec- 
ember 31, 1947 shows the net debt increased by 
$59,710.66 during the year. 

An analysis of the change in financial condition of 
the Town during the year is made in Exhibit A-1, with 
the factors which affected the increase in Net Debt 
indicated therein. 

Comparative statements of appropriations and ex- 
penditures, estimated and actual revenues for the 
fiscal year ended December 31, 1947, are presented in 
Exhibits B and C. As indicated by the budget sum- 
mary (Exhibit C), a net revenue surplus of $3,241.24, 
Jess a net overdraft of appropriation of $518.84, re-- 
sulted in a net budget surplus of $2,722.40.

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FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Forest Fire Problem Serious 


The year 1947 was one of the worst periods of 
drouth and forest fire ocurrence in eastern United 
State’s history. Lack of water ruined crops, lowered 
water levels and dried up brooks everywhere. Three 
months of deficient rainfall and abnormally high tem- 
peratures resulted in many fires which were mostly 
well controlled and kept within bounds. Only the high 
winds beginning on October 23rd caused a few fires 
to escape beyond immediate control. These few fires 
resulted in burning some 15,000 acres and the loss of 
63 or more buildings in four New Hampshire towns. 


All October fires were costly. They burned deeply in 
the ground and required day and night patrol of large 
crews of men until the rains came late in October. 
Towns which escaped from serious fires might easily 
have been in the midst of the most serious conflagra- 
tions we had. | 


Governor Dale closed the woods effective at mid- 
night of October 15th. With the blow-up of October 
23rd, a second proclamation closed all back roads and 
authorized towns to inaugurate patrol. The effect of 
this was to cut down subsequent fires for the rest of 
the dry period. 


Local fire warden forces performed an admirable job 
to hold the more than 200 fires that occurred during 
this October period. Many men were taxed to the 
utmost as the emergency continued. To them and all 
those who did their work, the people of New Hamp- 
shire owe a debt of gratitude. The state forest fire 
control agency based on local town wardens and town 
crews wherever adequately equipped rose to the occas- 
ion and met the test in whatever town their services 
were needed. 
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It is now time to take stock of our fire fighting faci- 
lities for the season ahead and to make them adequate 
where necessary. To this end town fire plans and 
training programs for wardens, deputies and other 
key men in each district are being arranged or in 
progress. If equipment and tools are insufficient prop- 
erly to equip the available man power in each com- 
munity with the right tools for the job, they should be 
provided for at once. The yearly addition of fire tools 
to the town supply will generally need to built up. 
The state sells tools to the towns and shares one-half 
their cost. Good equipment is important and can 
help greatly to keep both damage and fire costs at a 
minimum. 


For many years we have requested our wardens 
not to issue burning permits except on rainy days. 
This regulation will be in effect again this year as it 
is one of the best means of assuring such fires from 
getting out of control. Nine out of every ten fires can 
be prevented, 98 per cent of all fires being due to 
human carelessness. Be sure to get a permit for any 
fire in or near a woodland when the ground is free 
from snow. Be sure your fires are always out before 
you leave them. Help us in getting the travelling 
public to keep from throwing out lighted matches or 
cigarettes. Be careful of all fires in or near wodland.

All pupils in the schools were weighed, measured, 
and had their vision tested. 


Dr. Pottle held weekly dental clinics for the children 
in the 4th, 5th and 6th grades. Most of the children 
had their dental work completed. 


Seven children were taken to the Dartmouth Eye 
Institute in Hanover. 


Four children were transported to Dr. Pottle’s office 
for dental work. 


One child was taken to Mr. Hammond in Laconia to 
have glasses frames fixed.

There have been many cases of pediculosis in the 
schools.

There are many children absent from school in the 
Spring due to Whooping Cough.

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REPORT OF SUPERTINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


School Buildings 


Our 1947 allotment of State Aid under the new 
equalization law has made it possible to do some work 
on our school buildings which has been needed for 
a long time. The exterior of the Lang Street school 
has been painted and the playground has a modern 
fence. We have also re-decorated three of the class 
rooms as well as the lunch room there. Oil heat has 
been provided for the school at Meredith Center, also 
an oil burner for the gymnasium and a new heater for 
the superintendent’s office. The gymnasium also re- 
quired a roofing job. The action of the frost on the 
front steps of the high school has made it necessary 
to do an extensive repair job there. Flourescent 
lights have been provided for the new commercial 
room at the high school. 


Elementary Program 


In line with recommendations made a year ago, con- 
siderable attention has been given to the problem of 
individual differences in the large classes at Lang 
Street school. We have employed as principal of this 
building Robert Bragg whose assignment is to find 
out what individuals need special atention and guid- 
ance, to organize various groups to provide what in- 
dividual attention they need, and to develop a program 
of physical education. A full time principal also has 
time to see that the teachers are provided with the 
best materials available under the budget, help them 
discover problems and give active support in making 
decisions, planning activities, scheduling programs 
and relieving them of numerous time-consuming jobs 
such as collecting money for school lunches etc. 


Children enter school eager to learn. It is our aim 
to see that this zest is not lost. Through encourage- 
ment, praise, guidance, scientific study, and remedial 
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aid we help the children to adjust themselves to mod- 
ern education. At Lang Street the needs of the indiv- 
idual are our guides. We have found that the pupils 
who do not grasp new lessons readily have tended to 
spend much time just sitting and waiting for the 
teacher to come and help them. They seem ready 
and willing to work while the teacher is there but 
soon form habits of idleness when left to work by 
themselves. These habits, after they have developed 
for several years, take much patient effort to break. 


This year a great deal of thought has gone into 
the attempt to have parents better understand the 
school. First we have attempted to have the school 
operate efficiently and effectively to give every child 
security and.success, believing that this makes a good 
school in the mind of the child and his parents. Per- 
sonal conferences with the parents of many pupils 
have been held as an important part of our program. 
Last but not least is the organization of a parent- 
teacher association which through cooperation will do 
much to improve the opportunities of the children. 


Something should be done about the Lang Street 
playground. The odor from the stream is pretty 
difficult to stand and it is not healthy for the children. 
The play area is much too small for two hundred young- 
sters.. If the valley could be filled in, this would do 
away with the odor and double the size of the play- 
ground. 


Our first grade this year numbers 39 children which, 
as I pointed out before, is too many for a teacher to 
handle effectively. It is recommended that an extra 
teacher for the primary grades be provided next year 
and a suitable temporary room, outside the school 
building, be secured to take care of the overflow group. 


Cooperative School Districts 
The crowded conditions suggested in the preceding 
paragraph emphasize the need for new construction. 


In this connection, it would be well, I believe, for 
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Meredith to consider the implications of the new co- 
operative school district law, passed in 1947, which 
makes it permissible for two or more districts to join 
together and pool their resources to maintain schools. 
Several sections of the state are considering this mat- 
ter seriously, especially with reference to high schools. 
It is said that a good variety and quality of high school 
education cannot be provided at a reasonable cost in 
school of less than 300 or 400 pupils. There are many 
high schools in the state today that are smaller than 
this minimum. People are giving serious thought 
to the establishment of larger schools by joining two 
or more small ones into one unit. 


According to the new law, each district that wishes 
to join such a cooperative enterprise needs to approve 
this action by a vote at a district meeting. Many 
- school districts are including in this year’s warrant 
an article to authorize the school board or a special 
committee to make a study of this problem and bring 
in recommendations at a future meeting. The ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of such a plan must be 
carefully studied with refernece to each individual 
district before any definite action is taken. 


One result of such a plan for Meredith would be the 
more equitable distribution of costs. Under the pres- 
ent law a school district which sends pupils here to 
high school is required to pay only the cost of in- 
struction and no contribution toward the original cost 
of a building nor of the maintenance or administrat- 
ion of it may be charged as a tuition expense. Every 
high school which accepts tuition pupils receives as 
tuition about two-thirds of what. it actually costs per 
pupil to build and maintain the school and provide the 
expense of instruction. Under the new plan, all costs 
would be equitably borne by cooperating districts. 


Music Education 
Our music supervisor, Donald Musgrove, has been 


given an increased time allotment this year, (four days 
per week instead of two). This permits him to carry 
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on various instrumental classes on both element- 
ary and high school level, as well as to place a greater 
emphasis on basic music instruction and drill with 
choral groups. The problem of a suitable place for 
this work has been partially solved by assigning a 
number of beginners’ classes on clarinet, saxophone, 
trumpet and drums to meet in the superintendent’s 
office on days when no classroom is available. 


Shortage of Teachers 


The supply of teachers, especially in the elementary 
grades, is still far from meeting the demand throughout 
the state. Less than 40 are graduating next June 
from our teachers’ colleges with work in this field and 
the demand in September will call for at least five or 
six times that many. We must continue to depend 
for several years upon people who formerly taught and 
who are willing to go back into this work and we must 
try to interest more young people to enter the profes- 
sion of teaching. Organizations such as _ parent- 
teacher associations and women’s clubs can assist by 
sponsoring programs which will help to interest young 
women, as well as young men, in this profession. It 
will be several years before the supply can possibly 
meet the demand in this important field of service. 


Autemobile Driver Training 


About three-fourths of our young people will be 
driving automobiles within the next ten years and 
Meredith high school is among the first of the schools 
in the state to provide a course of instruction, in- 
cluding actual behind-the-wheel driving, using a car 
with dual controls. There are 22 students at Meredith 
now taking the course. Because not all this work can 
be done during the school day, the learners are prac- 
tising after school and on Saturdays. This is a very 
popular course and intensely practical.

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REPORT of HEADMASTER of the HIGH SCHOOL 


I present herewith my second annual report as Head- 
master of Meredith High School for the year ending 
December 31, 1947. P 


School Program Presents Many Challenges 


Perhaps it is difficult or even imposible to gain a 
true or valid impression of the educational program 
for which the school exists. The effectiveness of any 
school program depends primarily upon the classroom 
teacher, the curricula and material with which he 
works. In spite of the many difficulties of the last 
few years, Meredith as a whole has had the services 
of teachers who are alert to change in education and 
compare favorably with teachers throughout the state. 
There is no attitude that “we are perfect; we have 
arrived and, consequently, there can be no further 
improvement.” The teacher as a whole holds a philo- 
sophy that Meredith schools must go ahead and that 
not to do so is to retrogress. 


As to the effectiveness of the teaching and learning 
program going on in the classrooms, only subjective 
judgment can be given concerning such intangibles 
as habits, attitudes and ideals. Achievement in sub- 
ject matter, however, is reasonable and specific test 
results show that Meredith pupils are, on the average, 
in some cases from half a year to more than a year 
in advance of the achievement of pupils in these 
grades throughout the country generally. This is one 
evidence of the quality of the teaching staif. 


Individual ability capacities and basic interests of 
children vary greatly. This is true in all schools 
and all school systems. The problem attending these 
differences imposes grave psychological as well as in- 
structional responsibilities on the educational staff. 
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It seems to me that the challenge has been accepted 
by the Meredith teachers. The solution of the problem 
of a single individual child often requires the combined 
study of parents, superintendent and teacher. Many 
problems are quickly solved, then some seem to defy 
solution. In any case the Meredith teachers are work- 
ing faithfully to give their pupils every opportunity 
to succeed. 


Curriculum Plan 


The curriculum at Meredith High School has been 
designed to give each pupil the opportunity to secure 
those subjects which best suits his needs; and yet, at 
the same time insure for all pupils that common educa- 
tional background and experience which makes for 
intelligent and useful citizenship in a democratic soc- 
ity. 


The common background of learning which con- 
stitutes the core of the curriculum requires the pupil 
to devote varying amounts of time to study in the 
following fields: English, Social Studies, Mathematics, 
Science and Physical Education. The specific subjects 
required of each pupil in each year are clearly shown 
in the Program of Studies Outline. 


All pupils in grades 7 and 8 will follow the program 
as outlined. ; 

It has been made broad enough to give the pupil the 
adequate background for the subjects he will pursue 
later in grades 9 - 12. Certain of the offerings are 
exploratory in nature, and as such will serve to dis- 
cover individual pupil interests and aptitudes. 


From the Electives listed under each year of the 
last four years the pupil will select under guidance 
the necessary number of courses to complete his pro- 
gram and which fit: in the future educational and voc- 
ational plans. While it is true that the greater flexi- 
bility of this curriculum arrangement offers the in- 
dividual freedom in the choice of electives, it is equally 
true that it will require him to exercise considerably 
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more care and judgment in the selection of these elect- 
ives if they are to contribute effectively to his intended 
goal. Under no circumstances should the choice of a 
particular subject be chosen because it is to be taken 
by one’s friend, nor should the choice of a particular 
subject be left to chance. 


Rather, the choice should be made in keeping with 
a plan of action which has been previously worked 
out with consideration and care by the pupil and his 
parent. The fundamental needs of the pupil prepar- 
ing for college are quite different from those of the 
one who plans to terminate his education with gradua- 
ion from high school. The former will want to take 
those subjects which are required for admission to the 
college of his choice; while the latter will want to take 
those subjects that have to some extent immediate 
value for him and yet, at the same time, will prepare 
him for whatever activity of a vocational nature he 
may engage in after leaving school. 


The members of the faculty and the Headmaster 
will be pleased to confer with the pupil and his parents 
about the intended program and to assist in laying out 
a course of study that will insure the maximum return 
for the individual in keeping with his interests, abili- 
ties and needs. 


Under the core-curriculum plan it is especially im- 
portant that the pupils in Grade 8 and parents meet 
with the Headmaster to work out together a tentative 
four year course of study for him which will insure 
the proper selection of subjects in keeping with the 
pupil’s educational and vocational goal. 


Stenography and typing were added to the curri- 
culum this year. A total of 19 students (18 girls and 
1 boy) are taking the new course. Due to the fact 
that our equipment is limited to ten typewriters at 
present, seniors were given first choice and there are 
14 enrolled in the class. The other 5 students are 
juniors. 
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The main value that seniors will get from one year 
of stenography and typing is a knowledge which they 
may apply for personal use, unless they desire to go 
to business college for further training. Next year a 
second-year course called Office Practice will be off- 
ered. Students who have had two years of shorthand 
and typing will be able to go directly into office work 
upon graduation from high school. 


If the enrollment for typing next year is more than 
ten (and all indications are that it will be) then it will 
be necessary to buy additional typewriters. 


At present we are soliciting the cooperation of 
local businessmen in order to set up a cooperative part- 
time work program for seniors taking this voca 
tional course. Present plans for this year are to have 
each senior spend three consecutive afternoons get- 
ting actual business experience in offices where the 
businessmen signify their desire to cooperate with 
the schools in this way. 


Physical Education 


One of the cardinal principles of education is the 
worthy use of leisure time. Through invention of 
labor saving devices, and labor legislation regulating 
working hours we are coming to have more and more 
leisure time. One of our most vital needs is proper 
training for the worthy use of this time. Our physi- 
eal directors are teaching sports and games that are 
likely to be followed after the pupils have been grad- 
uated from high school. Experience in these sports 
will provide a valuable means of recreation in late 
years. | 


The second cardinal objective is health. Many phy- 
sical deficiencies may be minimized or eliminated 
through regular forms of exercise and instruction 
in the maintenance of health. Our program has been 
arranged to provide such exercise and instruction 
to all pupils of the school for four periods per week. 
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Equally important is the fact that participation in 
sports turns out youngsters who are unselfish, co- 
operative, and loyal citizens. 


Full participation in the physical education classes 
makes it essential that every boy and girl be equipped 
properly with sneakers and gym suits and that towels 
be provided that a shower may be taken after each 
class to prevent the catching of colds. All parents 
are urged to see that high school pupils coming from 
their homes are properly equipped in this respect. 


Conclusion: 


The teachers and pupils of Meredith High School 
join me in appreciation of your constant support, 
your enthusiastic interest in our activities and the 
generosity you display when we call upon you, collect- 
ively and individually, for assistance.
